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Battle of the Budget 


HE most important and difficult re- 

sponsibility confronting the Con- 
cress each year, of course, is the appro- 
priation of funds to operate the Federal 
Government. Several long and exhaust- 
ing months of each session are devoted 
to ascertaining the needs of the mani- 
fold agencies 
of Government and 
to developing a fis- 
cal program  ade- 
quate to encompass 
the multiplicity of 
American responsi- 
bilities throughout 
the world. Though 
this has always been 
a difficult job, it has 
become progressive- 
ly more complex and involved in recent 
years, and the Budget has now reached 
such astronomical proportions that no 
member of Congress, no matter how in- 
telligent and conscientious he may be, 
can be expected to have a clear under- 
standing of the magnitude of govern- 
mental functions and costs. 

The 1951 Budget submitted by Presi- 
dent Truman last month, for example, 
weighed five and a half pounds. It called 
for the expenditure within a single year 
of approximately $42,400,000,000. The 
breakdown justifying various cost items 
was replete with statistics of appalling 
complexity. The message by which the 
President transmitted the Budget to Con- 
gress was itself 27,000 words long, a new 
record incidentally, though the message 
was only a superficial summation of the 
Budget’s provisions. 

Waiting to receive this monumental 
iome was an Appropriations Committee 
of the House and a similar body in the 
Senate. During the next few months this 
handful of men must study the proposed 
Budget minutely, hold extensive hear- 
ings, determine precisely the require- 
ments of many Government agencies, 
sift the political from the factual, resolve 
ar-reaching issues of domestic and for- 
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eign policies which influence expendi- 
tures, resist blandishments from a diver- 
sity of sources, and eventually come 
forth with a fiscal program for another 
12 months, until the entire cycle re- 
volves anew. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more 
difficult job or a more serious responsi- 
bility than that which confronts the 
members of these Committees. And it is 
surprising, all things considered, that 
the task is performed so well. It is not 
unfair to state that the vast majority of 
those members were not trained for 
that job. To begin with, it is reasonably 
obvious, I think, that the extrovertic 
personality and temperament of those 
who seek and win public office is scarce- 
ly compatible with the esoteric environ- 
ment of statistics and research. Con- 
versely, few trained statisticians would 
relish the rough-and-tumble life of poli- 
ticians. So it is probable that few mem- 
bers of Congress received either the for- 
mal education or the intensely special- 
ized training to equip them to grapple 
with an abstruse multi-billion-dollar Fed- 
eral Budget. 

Furthermore, the membership of the 
Appropriations Committee is not re- 
cruited from the House and Senate pri- 
marily on the basis of fitness for that 
assignment. Those committees are 
among the most powerful in the Con- 
gress, and it is only natural that most 
Congressmen aspire to such positions of 
responsibility. Consequently, when a va- 
cancy occurs it is generally filled by the 
appointment of a member who has 
greater seniority or influence in Con- 
gress than other eligible applicants for 
the position, subject to the tacit require- 
ment, of course, that the political and 
geographical balance on the Committee 
is not unduly disturbed. For example, if 
a vacancy occurs through the death or 
retirement of a Democratic member from 
Colorado, let us say, it would ordinarily 
be filled by the appointment of a Demo- 
cratic member from the general Rocky 


Mountain area; and that appointee 
would usually be an eligible member 
with greater seniority or influence than 
his colleagues of the same political party 
and geographical area who aspired to 
the job. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, 
the Appropriations Committee of the 
House and Senate do not necessarily 
consist of experts trained in fiscal mat- 
ters. A lot of them have become remark- 
ably proficient in their job, simply by 
having been exposed to it time and 
again, and by having applied themselves 
diligently to the onerous task, despite 
its dismaying complexities. But by and 
large they represent a cross-section of 
an intelligent middle-class America, 
without special training or aptitude for 
the job they eventually ended up with, 
and many of them have had no more 
exacting fiscal experiences than that of 
working out a grocery budget with their 
wives. 


On the credit side of the ledger, how- 
ever, is the indisputable fact that most 
of the members are industrious and con- 
scientious, and devote long hours to a 
rather disagreeable duty. Furthermore, 
what they may lack in statistical train- 
ing is more than compensated for by 
advantages which politicians possess in 
greater degree perhaps than any other 
class of citizens—an understanding of 
the people, and of their needs and wants; 
and an awareness of the responsiveness 
of their constituents to the changing 
social and economic conditions of the 
times. In other words, they may not 
know the statistical nomenclature of the 
514-pound Budget, but they are more 
likely than any statistician to find out 
how the money is being spent and why. 
John Garner’s fabled reaction to the in- 
troduction of any complicated bill, for 
instance, used to be “I don’t care what 
the bill says; what does it do?” 


Nevertheless, it has become increas- 
ingly true in recent years, as the func- 
tions of Government at home and abroad 
have vastly expanded, that few persons 
indeed have the time, not to mention the 
inclination, even to read such a weighty 
tome, much less to study its complicated 
provisions. Yet the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the House and Senate must 
shoulder that responsibility, and it has 
become a serious problem. 

What to do about it is the question 
which beggars can answer. But both 
Houses of Congress will at least try a 
new procedure this year. Heretofore the 
appropriations bills for the various de-

on BUILDING

ALLAG’ building boom is diversified, like the city itself. 
In 1950, it is still building away on all fronts—resi- 
dential, industrial, commercial. 

To the eye, most spectacular are the additions to the down- 
town Dallas skyline, kinetic in effect. 

The biggest project for this year is the Republic National 
Bank’s skyscraper. The bank will start soon on construction 
of its new banking home, which will doubtless rise as the 
tallest office building in Texas. 

Its final height remains to be fixed, but the Republic, 
which started out as a little day-and-night bank 30 years 
ago and grew up to be America’s fiftieth largest, says it will 
be around 40 stories, more or less; possibly 37, possibly 
45, all depending on various factors. 

Towering up from a more than $2,000,000 site (45,000 
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Dallas’ Construction Activity 


is pointed up statistically by

e Residential building contract awards, reported by F. W. Dodge Corpo- 


ration, totaled $67,632,000 in 1949 as compared with $65,227,000 in 
1948, an increase of $2,405,000 or 3 per cent. Last year’s volume was a 
gain of $52,504,000 or 347 per cent over the 1940 total of $15,128,000. 
Residential contract awards for the entire 1940 decade exceeded 
$312,115,000. 

Non-residential building contract awards amounted to $31,098,000 in 
1949 as against $45,525,000 in 1948, a decline of $14,427,000 or 31 
per cent but a gain of $20,036,000 or 181 per cent as compared with the 
1940 volume of $11,062,000. The 1940's produced a total of $195,589,000 
of non-residential building. 

Building permits issued in 1949 in Greater Dallas (University Park, High- 
land Park, and the City of Dallas) amounted to $76,372,642 in 1949 as 
compared with $87,313,804 in 1948. This was a drop of $10,941,162 
or 12 per cent last year from the preceding year but an increase of 
$60,150,053 or 370 per cent over the total of $16,222,589 for 1940. The 
1949 volume brought the total dollar value of building permits for the 
decade of the 1940’s to $321,890,381. 

Dallas completed 8,508 single-family or equivalent units in 1948 and 
7,770 such units in 1949. Dallas built 46,822 single-family units during

Republic president, says the bank is 
planning the most modern office and 
banking building in the country, which 
will have many advantages and conven- 


‘ences for both the tenants of the office 
building and customers of the bank, in- 
cluding a garage within the structure it- 
self. 

The array of new downtown buildings 
built since the war has heightened the 
metropolitan aspect of Dallas, physically 
speaking. 

In 1949, the new 22-story M & W 
Tower, around the Akard jog, the 12- 
story Reserve Loan Life Building, next 
to the “Y” building, on North Ervay, 


and the 16-story Mercantile Securities 


FAIRMOUNT PLAZA, 6-story, 97-unit, $1,000,000 apartment building, below, is under construc- 
tion on a tract bounded by Routh, Fairmount, and Enid Streets. The building will be of con- 
temporary architecture with a light brick exterior and extra-wide casement windows. It will 
contain 91 efficiency-type apartments and six 1-bedroom apartments, with a separate air-con- 
ditioning unit for each apartment.

Building, harmonizing with the 30-story 
Mercantile Bank Building, became a 
familiar part of the active business scene. 

The sleek 18-story Rio Grande Na- 
tional Life Building, with its wide, 
many-windowed face on Field and its 
narrow ends on Elm and Pacific, is get- 
ting a few finishing touches, and the 
broadly handsome 10-story Atlantic Re- 
fining Building, not far away, is about 
completed. 

The Employers Insurance Building, 15 
stories, gives the city something differ- 
ent to look at. 

With the mounting of aluminum span- 
drils against black oblongs on the ex- 
terior, paralleling the functional alumi- 
num pilasters that run vertically, an 
interesting, shining effect in a metallic 
facade has been created. The building’s 
corner catches the eye looking south 
down Akard from in front of the Hotel 
Adolphus. 

In the offing, new major projects in- 
clude the 10-story, $1,000,000 McLendon 
Building, as headquarters for Radio Sta- 
tion KLIF and its affiliate Liberty Broad- 
casting System, and the 10- to 20-story 
building to be erected by the three-year- 
old Gibraltar Life Insurance Company 
of America for its home office. 

“As new and forward-looking as tele- 
vision itself” is B. R. McLendon’s de- 
scription of the architectural concept of 
the KLIF structure, which will be started 
early this year on an 80-by-100-foot site 
on the southwest corner of Pearl and 
Jackson Streets. 

An exterior of almost solid glass, a 
television tower rearing from the roof, 
and tall panels of glass brick in the lobby 
will mark the McLendon Building’s mod- 
ernism. 

One old Dallas landmark will disap- 
pear to make way for the Gibraltar 
Building. The stately new structure will 
go up on the site of the Scofield Memorial 
Church, Harwood and Bryan, which will 
be razed. 

Eventually planned for 20 stories, 
with a basement and possibly a sub-base- 
ment, the Gibraltar home—another of 
the many edifices marking Dallas as an 
insurance center— may be built to a 
height of 10 stories initially, with the 
higher addition to come. 

Lesser downtown and outlying struc- 
tures, from the standpoint of height, are 
sprouting everywhere in Dallas, many 
of them most impressive. 

Come June, and businessmen and other 
Dallas motorists will probably have the 
new experience of having their cars 
parked in the deep-down expanses of the

The tailored-looking Great American 
Reserve Building, 4 stories at Live Oak 
and Olive, with a potential for 8 more 
stories later, is fast beginning to assume 
a finished appearance. 

The list of the smaller but interesting 
buildings could be spun out at length. 

A change in Commerce Street, in the 
block between the Baker Hotel and the 
site where the late Rogers Lacy had plan- 
ned to erect a hotel, amounts almost to 
the advent of a new building. The Conti- 
nental Supply Company has finished re- 
facing the lower 6 stories of its 14-story 
building with a limestone exterior that 
gives it a new, up-to-date, somewhat 
flashy effect. The clean, pale limestone 
gives a new radiant quality to the whole 
block. 

And the dressed-up atmosphere in this 
area is heightened further by the newly 
completed modernization of the lower 
exterior of the Magnolia Building, along 
Akard and Commerce, with lavish use 
of granite. With the Dallas Federal Sav- 
ings & Loan Association in the corner 
space, the E. F. Hutton brokerage offices 
having a new stainless-steel doorway, and 
the American Express to take one of the 
spaces on Commerce, the newness of the 
modernization is heightened by the new 
business activity. 

Home building goes on apace in Dal- 
las. In 1949, which saw signs of slumps 
elsewhere, residential contract awards in 
Dallas exceeded the record figures of 
1948. Now, in 1950, every indication is 
that this year may well outstrip 1949 in 
the creation of new homes, apartments, 
duplexes, and other dwelling projects for 
the city’s fast-growing population. 

Complete 12-month figures for 1949, 
now released by the F. W. Dodge Corpo- 
ration, show total building contract 
awards for residential construction in 
Dallas last year totaled $67,632,000 or an 
increase of $2,405,000 over the preced- 
ing year. 

The momentum is unslackened. 

For January of this year, Greater Dal- 
las—Dallas, Highland Park, and Uni- 
versity Park—showed a spurt that is 
noteworthy. 

Building permits for the three cities in 
the month had a value of $6,509,897, 
compared with $4,263,065 in January, 
1949. Permit valuations, of course, usual- 
ly reflect less than what will actually be 
spent in construction. Against 131 one- 
family residence permits in the area in 
January last year,799 such permits were 
issued in the same month this year. 

Among big projects, $35,000,000, 820- 
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NEW $500,000 PLANT, above, is going up in the Trinity Industrial 


District for American Radiator & Standard Sanitary Corporation. The 
one-story, masonry, steel, and glass building, containing 60,000 square 
feet of floor area, will provide larger office, warehouse, and display- 
room space for the company’s wholesale jobbing division. It is being 
erected on a 135,800-square-foot tract on Industrial Boulevard at G!ass 


acre Wynnewood, in Oak Cliff, compris- 
ing 2,200 homes and 1,000 apartment 
units, is about half complete, and a sec- 
tion of the 27-acre, $7,000,000 shopping 
village for the project has been built. 


Need for Negro housing will account 
for additional residential construction in 
1950. Various city and private interests 
and public agencies are giving this ques- 
tion close attention. 

In this field, the $500,000 Hillside 
Manor, with 114 home units for Negroes 
on eight acres, between Plantation Drive 
and Hines Boulevard, has just been com- 
pleted. It is said to have been the first 
Negro rental housing approved by the 
Federal Housing Administration in the 
Southwest since the war. Its developers 
plan further building of this type, and 
other similar projects are already under 
way. 

Industry is dotting the Dallas landscape 
with new manufacturing plants and ware- 
houses on all sides. And again diversity 
is the welcome word. At the same time, 
home industry is showing outstanding 
enterprise in building for the future. 


With the heavy building program of 
the post-war years, including an impres- 
sive $100,000,000 non-residential con- 
struction program during 1947-1949, 
allas can count the addition of more 
than 12,000,000 square feet of new man- 
ifacturing plant space built in the dec- 
ide from 1940.

It is calculated that between 1940 and 
1949 Dallas has built the equivalent of 
278 acres of manufacturing plant space. 

All this Dallas building is set against 
a background of the growth accompany- 
ing it as indicated in the fact that in 1949 
alone 10,000 workers were added to Dal- 
las payrolls, 1,003 new firms were estab- 
lished in the city, and an increase was 
shown in Dallas payrolls for the year 
of more than $50,000,000. 

In the final analysis, buildings are but 
a reflection of people and their activity, 
and the trend of people is to Dallas, 
which will mean continued building. 

Buildings without the needed services 
of power and public works would be fu- 
tile. Here, again, Dallas is keeping pace. 

During 1950, the City of Dallas will 
be working on a program of public works 
improvements costing more than $23,- 
000,000, with more millions to be spent 
in the fiscal year which will run from 
next October to October, 1951. 

The Dallas Power & Light Company 
and the Lone Star Gas Company, sup- 
plying the horsepower of kilowatts and

Preston Road Christian Church (newly 
named the Northway Christian Church) 
has occupied the first units of its pro- 
jected multi-building plant on a new 
12.7-acre site at Northwest Highway and 
Airline. The church, which moved from 
6613 Preston Road, is housed in a shell- 
stone-faced main building and six semi- 
permanent structures, which provide a 
total of 17,824 square feet of space. Total 
cost of the project was about $175,000. 
The initial permanent unit, now housing 
the sanctuary, kitchen, banquet hall, and 
several classrooms, will later become an 
educational building.

To D. A. Hulcy 


ALLAS’ top business and civic lead- 
D ers joined last month in paying 
tribute to the man who for three years 
headed Dallas’ top city building organi- 
zation—Dechard Anderson Hulcy. 

Honored for his three terms of com- 
munity service as president of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Hulcy was 
presented with a silver plaque at a lunch- 
eon at the Baker Hotel. Its inscription 
read: 

“To Dechard Anderson Hulcy this 
token of admiration, respect, and esteem 
is affectionately tendered by the board of 
directors gratefully to commemorate and 
unstintingly to applaud and appreciate 
his able and distinctive leadership 
throughout three successive terms of of- 
fice as president of the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce annis domini 1947, 1948, 
1949 virtutis laus omnis in actione con- 
sistit.” 

George Waverley Briggs, who presented 
the plaque to Mr. Hulcy on behalf of the 
Chamber board, translated the conclud- 
ing Latin reference to read: “The highest 
praise of virtue consists in action.” 

As toastmaster at the appreciation 
luncheon, John W. Carpenter lauded Mr. 
Hulcy for his civic leadership. 

“He is not just a Dallas man,” said 
Mr. Carpenter, who succeeded Mr. Hulcy 
in the Chamber presidency. “He is bigger 
than that. He is an international figure, 
as big as you will find anywhere.

NE of Dallas’ successful women in 
business seldom sees her customers 
more than once. 

Yet they continue to add to her success 
by referring their friends to her office. 

She is Mrs. H. Nestor DuVall, owner 
and manager of Cloud Employment Serv- 
ice in the National City Building. This 
agency, which started 21 years ago in the 
old Marvin Building, is today one of the 
nation’s largest privately owned employ- 
ment firms. 

At the time of its founding, Mrs. 
DuVall was Nell B. Cloud and, since the 
business has become nationally recog- 
nized as the Cloud Employment Service, 
she hasn’t changed its name. 

Mrs. DuVall pointed out that many of 
the applicants she has interviewed and 
placed in jobs in the past are now holding 
executive positions with the firms to 
which she referred them. Another thing 
that happens very often and which gives 
her a feeling of accomplishment and 
pride is when former customers now in 
executive capacities call on the agency 
that helped them find a niche in the busi- 
ness world to send them competent help 
for others jobs in their firms. 

Mrs. DuVall began her career in em- 
ployee placement work as a personnel 
interviewer for the Texas and Pacific 
Railway at one of its division points. 

“I had my choice of going into this 
type of work or assuming secretarial 
duties,” she recalled, “and I chose per- 
sonnel work for I would be talking to 
new people all the time. I enjoy making 
iriends and like to help others. By help- 
ing men and women find the jobs for 
vhich they are best suited and which will 
make them the happiest, I feel I am devel- 
‘ping a talent much like art or music. I 
im doing the most I can for them.” 

When Cloud’s started in September, 

929, Mrs. DuVall and one assistant com- 
ised the staff. Even though she began 
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Mrs. H. Nestor DuVall 


during uncertain times, the business 
made all expenses its first month. 

“And it has never fallen back a bit, 
but has always remained in the ‘black’,” 
she added. “The depression years were 
the most lean, but even then I had em- 
ployers who called me for competent 
help, and scores of experienced men and 
women were able to find jobs through 
my office.” 

Mrs. DuVall today has a staff of 11 
full-time employees, including six trained 
placement interviewers. Persons who 
come in seeking help in finding positions 
are called “customers”. The business 
firms which rely on Cloud’s to replace 
or augment their office force are termed 
“clients”. The six placement workers in- 
terview the customers and file a resume 
of their qualifications for quick refer- 
ence, if they are not placed on jobs imme- 
diately. Mr. and Mrs. DuVall handle all 
liaison work between the agency and the 
employers or clients. 

“One thing I’d like to mention,” she 
said, “is that we do not attempt to handle 
the trades or domestics. Only the names 
of white collar workers for office, sales, 
or technical placements are kept in our 
files. We feel that this amount of special- 
ization doesn’t limit our ability to aid em- 
ployers and does allow us to channel all 
our efforts into rapid and pleasant con- 
nections for our customers.” 


Mrs. DuVall emphasized that an im- 
portant part of any employment agency’s 
service is the giving of encouragement to 
the applicants for jobs. Because she does 
want her interviewers to remember this 
above all else, she has prepared an inter- 
viewer's creed which reads: “Do for the 
applicant what has been done for you. 
Help each applicant you interview; an- 
alyze him and his need. Interview each 
one with the hope that you can place him. 
If he cannot be placed in the job bracket 
Cloud’s serves, give him suggestions as 
to where he might find help in getting a 
job or else encourage him to find or make 
a job on his own volition.” 

So thoroughly trained in this credo 
are Cloud’s staff members that frequently 
parents call on the Cloud Employment 
Service, when their children finish high 
school, for help in determining their apti- 
tudes so that better decisions can be made 
as to further study in college or in busi- 
ness school. 

“We have a regular flood of these re- 
quests every June,” she said. 

When Cloud’s moved from the old 
Marvin Building (where Gulf States 
Building now stands) to the National 
City Building (known then as the Liberty 
Bank Building), it increased its staff and 
office floor space just in time. 

“We moved in August, 1942, and

Employment Service Celebrates 
30th Anniversary in New Home 


HE man who has obtained employ- 

ment for an estimated 25,000 per- 
sons is this month celebrating his thir- 
tieth anniversary of job-finding. 
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He is David L. Sacks, owner of Sacks 
Employers Service, which had its begin- 
ning in 1919, when its founder, a young 
traveling salesman from St. Louis, saw a 


need when he came to Dallas to provide 
a common meeting place for employers 
and employees. 

Mr. Sacks opened for business in a 
small room in the old North Texas Bank 
Building. There was only one other em- 
ployment service in Dallas at that time, a 
firm which supplied contract manual 
laborers only. His objective was to estab- 
lish a complete personnel service that 
could supply and place executive, office, 
sales, and technical employees in posi- 
tions for which they were fitted and in 
which they would be most happy. 

To mark its anniversary, Sacks Em- 
ployers Service moved into larger, re- 
modeled quarters on the second floor at 
1517 Commerce Street. With fluorescent 
lighting, cushioned asphalt title floors. 
air conditioning, the facilities are de- 
signed to be restful and refreshing to 
visitors, applicants, and employees. In- 
dividual writing desks are provided for 
the applicants for jobs. Separate offices 
permit the employment counselors to in- 
terview the applicants in privacy. Ad- 
joining the office of Mr. Sacks is a busy 
mailing room, from which flows daily a 
volume of bulletins describing special- 
ized applicants to business firms which 
could use their services.

HEN disaster strikes, the Amer- 
‘ican Red Cross will be there. 

Dallas County felt the full impact of 
this truth when flood waters tore through 
the heart of Garland, wrought great dam- 
age in Carrollton, and moved into the 
lower areas of Dallas in 1948. 

In setting up its budget for the fiscal 
year 1949.50, the Dallas County Chapter 
of the Red Cross had included $2,500 
for disaster relief. In the first five months 
of the year, the Dallas Chapter spent 
$45,636.30 for disaster relief. In addi- 
tion, the national organization spent 
$27,811.43 in the Garland flood area. 
This figure does not include salaries or 
expenses of 10 disaster relief workers 
assigned to the Garland operation by 
national headquarters. 

We cannot forget the wonderful work 
of the Red Cross in our neighbor city, 
Fort Worth, when the flood waters of the 
Trinity caused millions of dollars of 
property damage and created an emer- 
gency in the lives of more than 14,000 
persons living in the flood area. During 
the emergency period, the Red Cross op- 
erated nine shelters in various parts of 
Fort Worth, provided beds, food, cloth- 
ing, and medical aid for everyone in need. 
More than 200,000 meals were served in 
these shelters. Nearly 1,000 welfare in- 
quiry requests were handled, and, after 
the emergency was over, many families 
were given assistance in repairing and 
rebuilding their damaged homes, in re- 
placing household furnishings and farm 
supplies, livestock and equipment, in 
medical aid and nursing and supples, a 
total assistance in dollars of $1,702,000 
to 3,800 families. 

This is a picture of the job Red Cross 
is doing here in our own front yard, at 
yur very doorstep, as it were. And wher- 
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ever disaster strikes it is doing a similar 
job. 

And there is another job that Red 
Cross is doing, a job it will never finish. 
This concerns its No. 1 responsibility to 
the men in the armed forces, veterans, 
and their dependents. So long as we live 
in a climate of international emergency, 
this job will continue to make mighty 
demands upon us all, both in services and 
in money. 

To me, a strong Red Cross means a 
strong America, for each year the mil- 
lions who need help and the millions who 
want to help are brought together through 
the Red Cross, and this voluntary effort 


The national blood program recom- 
mended by national health groups and 
approved by. the American Red Cross 
board of governors is expanding gradu- 
ally to meet the demands of other com- 
munities. Ten new regional blood centers 
serving more than 300 communities are 
to be opened during the next fiscal year 
in an effort to meet these demands. One 
and a half million dollars additional is 
necessary to render this service. 

The demands of the program for essen- 
tial help to servicemen and their families 
continue at an uniformly high rate. The 
case load has been well over one million 
persons for each of the past two years.

in behalf of neighbors strengthens the 
fiber of our democracy. 

The need in the year ahead of us con- 
tinues to be great, and for that reason 
the 1950 fund goal of the American Red 
Cross will be 67 million dollars to be 
used in carrying out its 79-million-dollar 
budgeted program for fiscal 1950-51. The 
major reason why the national goal for 
the 1950 campaign is higher than in 1949 
is the fact that there is available 10 mil- 
lion dollars less reserve funds to apply 
on the gross budget. To the 1949-50 
budget, approximately 22 million dollars 
of reserve funds were applied. In 1950- 
51, only 12 million dollars are available 
in reserves. 


There is little prospect that there will be 
a marked decrease in this need as long as 
our armed forces are so widely deployed 
throughout the world. In addition, our 
obligations to veterans and their families 
continue to require approximately 15 
million dollars of the national Red Cross 
budget. 

These are reasons why Dallas, like 
other major communities of the nation, 
will be asked to accept a larger share in 
Red Cross this year. 

In our local campaign, which begins 
March 1, the citizens of Dallas will be 
requested to raise $327,000. The cam- 
paign will be conducted from our fine 
new headquarters building at 2300 Mc-

Kinney Avenue. We have developed a 
strong campaign organization with W. W. 
Overton, Jr., chaiman of the board of the 
Texas Bank and Trust Company, as cam- 
paign chairman. This volunteer organiza- 
tion, with the assistance of the staff of the 
Dallas Chapter under the direction of 
Ralph M. Shannon, manager, will present 
the story of Red Cross need to the com- 
munity. Strong section chairmen have 
been selected to head our volunteer cam- 
paign organization. They include Nathan 
Adams, honorary chairman of the board 
of the First Natioanl Bank in Dallas, who 
will head the special section; Fred F. 
Florence, president of the Republic Na- 
tional Bank, who will direct the com- 
mercial section; and R. L. Thornton, 
chairman of the board of the Mercantile 
National Bank, who will lead the general 
section. Other top campaign leaders in- 
clude R. E. Shepherd, public service sec- 
tion; Mrs. Wallace Savage, residential 
section; James C. Dycus, Oak Cliff sec- 
tion; and Sheriff Bill Decker, county- 
town section.

Perhaps it is 
while an accident victim’s precious life 
blood flows away, perhaps it is when we 
read of helpless veterans destined to live

the panic, the cold, the hunger, the de- 
spair, the utter misery of families made 
suddenly homeless by disaster. 

Each year the millions who need help 
and the millions who want to help are 
brought together through the Red Cross. 
The trained first-aider steps from the 
crowd to staunch the flow of blood; the 
Gray Lady makes the clock tick faster 
for the paralyzed veteran; the flood vic- 
tim’s cry for help is answered immedi- 
ately with food, with shelter, with med- 
ical care. 


All may help, and this year we want 
everyone in Dallas to have an opportu- 
nity to make his contribution, for none 
that comes from the heart is too small. 


We are extremely proud of the day-to- 
day work that our own local chapter is 
doing through home service, Junior Red 
Cross, safety services, home nursing serv- 
ice, volunteer services, production serv- 
ices, Gray Lady service, canteen services, 
disaster relief, and the many other outlets 
that our hundreds of volunteer workers 
find to meet the human need as it arises. 


Here is a brief statistical resume of 
some of our local services: 


Safety services: More than 120 demon- 
strations were given during the past year 
in first-aid, water safety, and accident 
prevention. Fourteen safety projects were 
completed. One hundred and forty-two 


volunteer instructors were active in the 
program. The overall program reached 
more than 23,000 people. First-aid and 
water safety certificates were issued to 
5,786 individuals who completed instruc- 
tion courses. 

Home service: This Red Cross service, 
which deals with the problems of the 
servicemen, the veterans, and their de- 
pendents, handled 15,360 cases last year. 
Financial assistance totaling $32,085.03 
was provided 943 cases. There were 1,803 
home visits by Red Cross volunteers, and 
1,887 cases were given assistance with 
claims for government benefits, and the 
like. These are but a few of the services 
provided in this department by 120 vul- 
unteers who gave more than 1,429 hours 
to staff members in the home service de- 
partment. 


Staff aids gave 3,696 hours in various 
office and field activities. 


Gray Ladies gave 10,144 hours of 
service in Veteran’s Administration Hos- 
pitals doing recreational work, occupa- 
tional and physical therapy, and many 
other services. 


Nurses’ aids served 853 hours in local 
hospitals. 


Production workers gave 31,358 hours 
and completed 3,808 garments. 


Canteen workers gave 1,027 hours of 
service in VA hospitals, disaster work, 
and chapter service. 


Entertainment and instruction volun- 
teers gave 3,668 hours of service in put- 
ting on shows for VA hospitals, in arrang- 
ing for celebrities to visit the hospitals, 
and in providing other activities. 


Home nursing instruction classes were 
completed by 1,231 students who passed 
tests and received certificates. This serv- 
ice indeavors to teach home care of the 
sick and aged and to help the homemaker 
and future homemaker handle minor ill- 
nesses in the home. 


Junior Red Cross has approximately 
80,000 members in the Dallas County 
schools. They constitute one of the most 
active groups in the Dallas Chapter and 
work with other volunteers and the staff 
in building up the recreational and enter- 
tainment programs in the VA hospitals 
and other institutions of the community. 


All of these things combine to make a 
story that I am proud to tell, and I know 
that every citizen of Dallas will want to 
do his share in keeping alive this tradi- 
tion of valorous service to his neighbor 
and to mankind.

New Aircraft Industries Are Humming 


Chance Vought is perking in new Dallas home making planes 
for Navy. TEMCO and So. W. Airmotive successes also figure 
in city’s aviation industry growth. 


The payroll at Chance Vought Aircraft 
in Dallas is running now about $20,000,000 
a year; 6,200 people are working. 

On the roomy prairieland that fringes 
Dallas, the company occupies a big 1,800,- 
000-sq.-ft. unit of a wartime aviation plant 
(North American). It has also completed 
a new three-story building, 150-by-300 
feet, to house its engineering offices and 
labs. 

The company’s products in this warlike 
world are, of course, the long-familiar 
Navy Corsair pursuit plane (the F4U) and 
two new jobs, the F6U Pirate and the 
F7U Cutlass. 

Consider the Cutlass: Its queer silhouette 
recalls the extinct pterodactyl, or some kind 
of flying lizard; it’s a twin-jet job; swept- 
back wings; no tail; a murderous swift- 
ness of flight (“Over 600 mph,” says the 
Navy, and will say no more). 


Before Chance Vought’s management 
could determine on the 1,687-mile move 
from the old location in Stratford, Conn., 
to new Western industrial horizons®, it 
looked at all the angles. 


It reported finding in Dallas, among 
other important things: (1) “...a high 
quality of labor — Texans with intelligence 
and adaptability, who could quickly learn 
the skills required”; (2) “...a friendly 
community, which genuinely wants a well- 
rounded industrial growth.” 

It was then happy to start the first of an 
eventual 1,006 carloads rolling to take 
27,777,000 pounds of machine tools, jigs, 
fixtures, files, etc., etc., to Texas. About 
1,300 employees were also moved. 


In the Dallas plant, Chance Vought has 
installed some efficient gadgets: An auto- 
matic master tooling dock that cuts hours 
and complexity from assembly jig building; 
a monorail system that carries materials

and sub-assemblies by way of the ceiling; 
a computer that solves engineers’ dizzying 
differential equations by the flick of a push 
button. 


Versatile TEMCO 

A neighbor to Chance Vought in another 
big unit of the facilities which cost 34 
million World War II dollars is a versatile 
company called TEMCO. 

TEMCO is overhauling C-54 transports 
for the Air Forces; rehabilitating U. S. sur- 
plus planes as military and transport air- 
craft for foreign governments, such as 
Colombia, Brazil, the Philippines, China, 
Venezuela, Ecuador, Thailand, Chile; pro- 
ducing a light plane, the TEMCO Swift, 
and a new military trainer, the T-35 
Buckaroo. 

Also, to keep things humming, TEMCO 
is working on subcontracts for Convair, 
Boeing (the B-36 and B-47, respectively), 
and Chance Vought, and manufacturing 
the TEMCO Flash-Aire position light flash- 
ers for planes. 

In 1949, TEMCO (Texas Engineering 
& Manufacturing Co.) did more than 12% 
million dollars gross. 

Half of all the planes on the Berlin air- 
lift, by the way, were flown from Germany 
to Dallas for cycle reconditioning at 
TEMCO. 

Average employment is 2,000 people. 


Executive Planes from All Over 

The Southwest Airmotive Co. of Dallas 
is a pioneer. 

It does for executive-type aircraft from 
all over the U. S. and the Western Hemi- 
sphere what a service station does for auto- 
mobiles. 

In one good month, SAC counted 700 
executive landings from 85 states and 4 
Latin countries at its facilities. 

Like a Who's Who in industry read the 
insignia on planes that have stopped at its 
hangars for service; e.g., Dow, Square D, 





DR. PEPPER 
By Julian Stag 

The soft drink called .Dr. Pepper is 65 
years old this year. For a long time, it was 
unknown outside of Texas. 

In the late 1920’s, Dr. Pepper opened up 
new markets in the Southwest, crossed the 
Mississippi River in 1931, and kept fanning 
out slowly. It rode the wartime beverage 
boom to new sales highs, hitting more than 
8 million dollars in 1947. 

Today, some 435 bottlers hold Dr. Pep- 
per franchises in 40 states, Hawaii and 
Mexico. 

The Dr. Pepper Co., with national head- 
quarters in Dallas, points with some pride 
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(Thumbnail sketch of a Dallas industry) 


to the fact that its product is the only 
major soft drink originating in the South- 
west. 

Three years ago, Dr. Pepper stock went 
on the Big Board of the New York Stock 
Exchange under the symbol DOC. 

But Dr. Pepper has still some to go to 
attain full national distribution. You can’t 
as yet buy a bottle of the frosty “cold Doc” 
in New York City, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Detroit or Seattle, for example. 

Last year, Dallasites drank down more 
than 35,000,000 Dr. Peppers, an impressive 
figure, but far from saturation, as the com- 
pany sees it.

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The Parasites 


By Daphne du Maurier. Published by 
Doubleday. 305 pages. $3. 


APHNE du MAURIER, the well- 

known author of such best sellers 

as “Rebecca” and “The King’s General,” 

has written a brilliant novel of the fabu- 

lous Delaneys, an extraordinary family 
of many talents. 

First, there is Pappy whose melodious 
voice brought him fame and Mama 
Delaney, who has danced her way into 
the hearts of many continents to be- 
come tops in her field. But, mainly “The 
Parasites” is the story of the three off- 
spring who have inherited just enough 
of their parents’ talents to keep the name 
of Delaney before the public. 

Maria is a beautiful, successful ac- 
tress, and the wife of Sir Charles Wynd- 
ham. Maria’s life is the stage; she has 
no thoughts or time for her husband or 
children, only the next part she is to 
play, unless it be Niall Delaney. Niall, 
who is actually no blood relation to 
Maria, writes popular songs that every- 
one sings and plays. Celia, their sister, 
is really the only one of the three De- 
laney children, who is down to earth. 
She is charming and generous, and 
gladly has given up her career as an 
artist to take care of Pappy in his old 
age. 

Between Maria and Niall there exists 
a strange kind of relationship. They have 
been brought up as brother and sister, 
and yet there is a bond between them 


that is stronger than the family ties, 
They are both constantly aware of it, and 
so is Sir Charles. He is actually the vic- 
tim for he has married into this com- 
pletely satisfied family group, and in 
marrying one he has been surrounded 
for ever more by all. 

It is Sir Charles in a fit of anger who 
called the three Delaney’s “parasites ;” 
first, because they live in a world of 
fantasy; second, because they are fool- 
ing the public and trading on the seed of 
talent they have inherited; and third, 
because they have never done an honest 
day’s work in their lives. 

The story is handled-with deft skill, 
with flash backs until all of the lives 
are woven together to a startling climax. 
“The Parasites” is written with a keen 
insight into human nature, frequently 
with the comedy touch, and all charac- 
ters are drawn to their fullest extent. 
Miss du Maurier has told her story with 
devastating wit and sharp irony. The 
Delaney’s appear to be entirely fictional 
and not patterned after any of the great 
theater families. 

The story is worth reading not only 
because of Miss du Maurier’s fine tal- 
ent for writing an excellent novel, but 
because of the excellent characters por- 
trayed in a world that is sophisticated, 
gay, and sometimes tragic—the De- 
laney’s world; a world where the news- 
paper headlines are their diary, a world 
where selfishness and greed play a big 
part at the expense of all others. The 
Delaney world is a closed circle to out- 
siders, and is supremely happy within 
itself. 

“The Parasites” has certainly proved 
that, although the famous must live to 
a great degree in glass houses, they must 
surely also have enough respect for their 
God-given talents to use them properly, 
instead of becoming a slave to the talent.

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Executive Staff Changes 
/.re Made by Dallas Banks 


EN H. WOOTEN, who joined the 

Republic National Bank as vice 
president in 1944, moved next door this 
month to assume the presidency of the 
First National Bank in Dallas. 

Mr. Wooten’s election as successor to 
Edgar L. Flippen, who has been moved 
up to chairman of the board, climaxed a 
series of changes in the executive staffs 
of Dallas banks begun at the annual 
meetings of their stockholders and di- 
rectors last month. 

Reports received by shareholders re- 
vealed that 1949 was a good year for the 
Dallas banks generally and the best year 
on record for some. Net earnings in 1949 
approached the 1948 record figures, de- 
spite increased operating costs; surplus 
and undivided profits accounts gained; 
dividend payments in 1949 were made 
generally at the 1948 rates. 

Bank clearings for January totaled 
$1,118,571,674 as compared with $1,- 
093,026,300 for January, 1949, Bank 
debits amounted to $1,139,997,000 in 
January of this year as against $1,140,- 
000,000 for January last year. Total 
bank deposits stood at $1,162,340,229 at 
year’s end (most recent national bank 
call) as compared with $1,084,385,04] 
at the close of 1948, and total bank re- 
sources at the end of 1949 aggregated 
$1,257,217,038 as against $1,174,760,- 
204 at the close of 1948. 

With his elevation to First National’s 
board chairmanship, Mr. Flippen has 
succeeded Nathan Adams, who as honor- 
ary board chairman will continue an as- 
sociation with the bank of nearly 61 
years. Mr. Adams, who went to work at 
$8.33 a month on April 22, 1889, for the 
predecessor of the present bank, became 
president in 1924, and in 1944 advanced 
to chairman of the board, when Mr. 
Flippen transferred from the- presidency 
of the Gulf Insurance Company to the 
same post with First National. 

Before coming to Dallas on April 1, 
1944, as a Republic National vice presi- 
dent, Mr. Wooten was president of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of Little Rock, 
Ark., of which he is now chairman of the 
board. A native of Timpson, Shelby 
County, Texas, he started his banking 
career 30 year ago at Alba, Wood County, 
after World War I service. He advanced 
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from assistant cashier of the Alba Na- 
tional Bank to cashier of the Farmers- 
ville National Bank; became a state bank 
examiner in 1920, chief examiner two 
years later, and then chief examiner for 
the Federal Home Loan Bank system in 
1932. In that same year he was elected 
president of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank of Little Rock. 

First National’s shift in top executives 
was among changes in executive person- 
nel made by 14 Dallas banks, which at 
their annual meetings authorized staff 
additions and advancements and the 
election of new directors. Officers and 
directors were reelected without change 
by the remaining eight banks: American 
National Bank of Oak Cliff, Highland 
Park State Bank, Hillcrest State Bank, 
Lakewood State Bank, National Bank of 
Commerce, National City Bank, Oak 
Cliff Bank & Trust Company, and Oak 
Lawn National Bank. 

Other banks announced promotions 
and additions as follows: 


Republic National. Four new assistant 
cashiers and an assistant trust officer 
were named by the Republic National 


Bank, which February 14 celebrated its 
thirtieth birthday. They are George Gib- 
bons, Walter Brogdon, Ike Rainbolt, and 
Millard F. McAllister, assistant cashiers, 
and T. G. Smith, assistant trust officer. 

From the Guaranty Bank and Trust 
Company (known as the Day and Night 
Bank), Republic National has grown in 
three decades to the country’s fiftieth 
largest bank, with $30,000,000 capital 
structure as against the original capital 
of $100,000. Deposits on the opening day 
of $804,524.45 (659 accounts) have in- 
creased to $339,870,845.60 as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1949. Twenty-six employees com- 
prised the staff in the beginning as 
compared with 467 today, including Miss 
Lottie Morgan of the new business de- 
partment, the only one of the original 
employees still associated with the bank. 
Next oldest in point of service is Fred F. 
Florence, Republic president, who joined 
the bank on May 15, 1920, as first vice 
president and was advanced to president 
on January 8, 1929. Karl Hoblitzelle is 
chairman of the board, Leslie Waggener 
is vice chairman, and Sol Dreyfuss is the 
only director who has served continu- 
ously since the bank opened. 

Mr. Gibbons, who started with the Re- 
public as a collection runner 20 years 
ago, is now in the credit department. Mr. 
Brogdon also joined the bank as a runner 
13 years ago and is associated with the 
credit department. During his 21 years

shortly after that we began to do a vast 
amount of work placing workers with 
war allied plants and offices,” Mrs. 
DuVall said. “I suppose we placed over 
6,000 a year for the duration of the war. 
Our normal placements are now around 
2,500 each month including about a thou- 
sand who are new applicants from out- 
of-town or else persons seeking tempo- 
rary employment.” 

Cloud’s makes no attempt to place any- 
one without a personal interview, and all 
conferences with both employer and em- 
ployee are strictly confidential. 

“The main requisite for a successful 
employment agency is for all of the staff 
to realize that there is a place for every 
person who desires to. work,” Mrs. 
DuVall declared. “Intelligent analysis of 
job requirements and of the applicant’s 
capabilities are needed to bring them to- 
gether. A sympathetic comprehension of 
human problems is an essential factor in 
all employment agency work. I firmly be- 
lieve that the person who doesn’t fit one 
job will be the particular one to excel in 
another. It is our responsibility to find 
the right job for the person, and I will 
not concede that there is such a thing as 
‘negative’ man who is unable to do 
some sort of job well.”

partments of Government have all been 
considered and enacted separately, and it 
has thus been difficult for any member 
of Congress, or any citizen for that mat- 
ter, to understand the size and extent 
of Federal expenditures for the ensuing 
fiscal year until the last bill has been 
passed. This year, however, both Houses 
will experiment with the proposal to 
combine all Federal expenditures in a 
single approprations bill. Separate hear- 
ings will be held by separate subcommit- 
tees, of course, but the findings of all 
will be consolidated in a single bill for 
consideration and enactment. 

What this new procedure will accom- 
plish is anybody’s guess. It should have 
the obvious advantage of presenting a 
comprehensive and correlated picture of 
Federal spending, and it may have the 
concomitant advantage of impressing the 
people more vividly with the enormous 
size of the Budget. But whether it will 
lead to the substantial economies which 
its advocates hopefully predict is some- 
thing else again. It may be a step in 
the right direction, but something more 
than a procedural change may prove 
necessary before substantial reductions 
in Federal spending are effectuated. It 
would be a mistake to assume that a 
single appropriations bill will turn out 
to be an economy-size package.
